The first official report was brief, |

“On June 17 a detachment of 
the French army ‘B’ which is 
commanded by Gen. de Lattre de 
Tassigny, at the direction of the 
supreme Allied commander, land- 
ed successfully on the Island of 
Elba.” : 

Elba lies across the  five-mile 
Piombino channel from the town 
of the same name on the Italian 
mainland, which in turn is some 33 
miles northwest of Grosseto, cap- 
tured by the Allied Fifth army in 
its swift push toward the German 
line through Pisa, Florence and 
Rimini, some 65 miles beyond.

“The momentum of the Allied ad- 
vance in Italy has been maintained,” 
a communique by Gen. Sir Harold 
Alexander said, indicating that the 
general sweep northward by the 
Fifth and Eighth armies still virtu- 
ally was unimpeded by the fleeing 
Nazis.

LONDON, June 17.—A big force 
of R.A.F. and R.C.A.F. heavy bomb- 
ers, possibly 1,000 strong, attacked 
the synthetic oil plant of Sterkrade, 
in Germany's Ruhr valley, and mil- 
itary installations in France last 
night, while Mosquitoes again hit 
Berlin, dumping two-ton  block- 
busters on the Nazi capital.

Force, cut through a thick grey 
haze this morning to hit German 
reinforcements and supplies along 
the crucial west coast peninsula 
highway 10 miles south of the St.

Long-range Halifax and Lan- 
caster bombers, both capable of 
carrying six-ton super-blockbusters 
carried out the assault on the 
Fischer-Tropsch oil plant at Sterk-

The town 
is practi®ally isolated and only 
necessity brings any one to it. 

On the Coal Branch several towns 
are isolated through railway wash- 
outs, but it is expected that these 
line breaks will be restored some 
time Saturday. Cadomin and an- 
other town on the branch was re- 
ported running short of food. 

Civic officials will continue to 
keep close watch on the flood situ- 
ation and are laying plans to meet 
any development which might re- 
sult from a sudden change in the 
weather,

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The Wheat Pours Out 


What is said to be the heaviest grain 
movement in Canadian history has devel- 
oped during the past ten months, the com- 
pleted portion of the current marketing 
year, The flow is still unslackened, and an 
official statement was given out at Fort 
William that 1,200 carloads daily will be 
needed at the lake terminals to meet the 
demand overseas, in eastern Canada and in 
the United States. 

‘Though farmers are now free to deliver 
grain they have on hand as fast as they 
can, this is calculated to meet only a frac- 
tion of the requirements and internal ele- 
vators are being cleared rapidly. With a 
generally good crop in prospect this 
emptying of the storage space is particu- 
larly important. It strengthens the likeli- 
hood that this year’s grain will not have to 
be held back by delivery quotas next fall 
and winter. 

The situation holds a promise that 
farmers will get the money for their par- 
ticipation certificates for wheat grown last 
year and this year as soon as a rapid move- 
ment of the grain makes possible. Delay 
due to stagnant demand is a thing of the 
past according to present indications. The 
unsaleable surplus which piled up during 
several years is disappearing, and the out- 
ward rush may carry a good part of the 
present season's yield with it before an- 
other spring arrives. 

An incidental but not unimportant hint 
is conveyed by these circumstances to 
prairie people in reference to next winter's 
coal supply. Box cars are scarce and cer- 
tain to be scarce all summer. A good time 
to get coal will therefore be any time the 
local dealer can deliver it.

Robots in Action ‘ 


The new “secret”? weapon which the 
Nazis have brought into action against 
Britain hardly deserves the adjective. It 
has long been known that they were ex- 
perimenting with rocket bombs and pilot- 
less planes, One or other has been found 
practicable —- perhaps both. Its introduc- 
tion at this stage is proof that the enemy 
recognizes the crisis to be at hand. 

Snap judgments as to the effectiveness 
of these missiles are not in order, That 
they are considered to be a formidable 
attack weapon is eVident from the 
measured language of Home Secretary 
Morrison. It is to be supposed that consid- 
erable damage was done by the initial 
salvos, 

Supposedly these flying explosives are 
controlled by radio. How well they are or 
can be controlled has yet to be seen. If they 
are merely left to fall where they will, 
their use will amount to indiscriminate 
bombing. In which case reprisals in kind 
will be allowable, and German civilians can 
claim no conventional immunity against 
the landing of block-busters in residential 
areas or other non-military places. 

Defence measures against a new weapon 
can only be devised and applied when its 
character becomes known, Like every 
other instrument of war, the robot bomb 
or plane can be neutralized, and a pro- 
tective system will be set up in due course. 
One certain point is that the robots must 
start from somewhere, and once the points 
of launching are discovered, the rest will be 
a matter of dumping enough plane-loads of 
bombs on these targets. 

The possible destructiveness of this new 
type of manless aerial attack is not to be 
ignored, but neither need it be exagger- 
ated. The robots are being used as weapons 
of defence by a desperate enemy, They 
will cease to be useful when the coastal 
areas opposite England come under Allied 
control, One effect of their introduction 
may be to speed up landings at more points 
along the invasion coast.

Getting Things Done 


One week after the Allied landings in 
Normandy, five airfields had been built or 
rebuilt there and were being used by trans- 
port planes. One field was reported in use 
thirty-six hours after the first troops got 
ashore, and it had to be constructed on raw 
land knee-deep in grass, 

Engineers do things in wartime which 
seem almost miraculous. They built these 
airfields under fire. In Italy they threw 
bridges across unfordable rivers over-night. 
Digging trenches, tunnels and under- 
ground shelters in half or quarter the time 
it ordinarily takes to finish such jobs is 
common practice. 

The reason is that it is only in war- 
time the engineer gets a real chance to 
show what he can do. In peacetime he is 
hamperd and slowed down by questions of 
cost, labor regulations, sometimes by the 
need to assemble tools and supplies from 
great distances, In wartime cost does not 
count, there are no set hours of work, the 
tools and supplies are to hand when the 
job is started. 

These wartime conditions cannot be 
carried over intact into peacetime and the 
engineer thus enabled to keep or even rival 
his wartime record when it comes to build- 
ing roads, dams, bridges, and putting 
through other constructive projects, Cost 
cannot be ignored in peacetime, and men 
will not toil regardless of hours as they do 
when bullets are flying around them. 

But surely what is being done in these 
war days will set a new tempo for peace- 
time vonstruction, The Alaska Highway, for 
example, showed how much road can be 
built in a single season through remote and

had the confidence of some of the 
most influential of the Hun leaders, 

He is Swedish and bears one of 
the most famous names in Sweden.

I told him that now we are in- 
vading Europe, people of Britain, 
and especially our invasion troops, 
want to know the blunt facts about 
Germany, and, above all, no wish- 
ful stuff, no vague theorizing.

Shingles is a rather uncommon 
disorder, as only one out of about 
100 cases of skin trouble is of this 
type. The most pleasant feature 
about shingles is that you are not 
likely to have more than one attack 
since the disorder very seldom re- 
turns. Shingles is an acute inflam- 
mation of the skin usually appear- 
ing gnly on one side of the body. 
There is a reddish eruption and 
groups of small blisters form on 
the skin just over the course of one 
of the nerves supplying the skin. 
The blisters look somewhat like 
fever blisters in the mouth and 
each one is about the size of a split 
pea or coffee bean. The nerves 
over which the blisters form are 
more frequently those on the ab- 
domen and chest although the com- 
plaint is sometimes seen on the 
shoulders and face, The hands and 
feet practically never suffer. 

At the onset there may be a fever 
for a few days before the eruption 
shows. A blister may form any- 
where from a few hours to several 
days after the start of the trouble. 
There is usually a continued devel- 
opment for about seven days. The 
blisters are filled with a clear fluid 
and they are round, standing up 
from the skin, and do not break 
open easily. They heal by drying 
and may last for a month or so be- 
fore disappearing. If the blister is 
broken, scars may be left. The skin 
inflammation may cause burning 
and itching, but the most annoy- 
ing symptom is the pain which 
arises from the affected nerves, and 
it is of a shooting, stinging, boring 
character, tending to become worse 
at night. The pain generally ap- 
pears before the eruption and re- 
mains after the blisters are gone. 
The pain in shingles is more severe 
than in most skin diseases,

The patient who develops shing- 
les is one who has been enervated 
by mental strain, overwork, worry, 
lack of sleep, or any set of condi- 
tions which leave the body chron- 
ically tired. In practcially every 
case there is a history of wasted 
nervous energy. The disease most 
often affects those between the 
ages of nine and nineteen, but may 
also affect the aged. 

The treatment of shingles should 
consist of the use of methods which 
will relieve the local pain and in- 
flammation and also rid the system 
of toxic poisons. The eruption 
should be bathed frequently with 
some mild dressing. The blisters 
should not be broken. Great relief 
of the neuralgic pain will be exper- 
ienced by the application of hot 
moist towels. Between applications 
a good treatment is to dip cotton in 
alcohol and then lay the cotton 
over the blisters, covering - with 
oiled silk to prevent rapid evapora- 
tion. The alcohol sometimes re- 
lieves the discomfort more quickly 
than other applications, Daily 
treatment with the ultra violet 
light is to be recommended. 

The internal treatment should 
consist of fasting for two or three 
days, drinking plenty of water, and 
the use of the enema twice daily. 
The above treatment will assist in 
the recovery of normal comfort 
very quickly.

ONOWAY. —The thirtieth anni- 
versary of the St. John’s church 
here will take place, June 21, It 
was dedicated June 21, 1941. 

The history of the parish in this 
district begins in May 1907, when 
W. Leversedge, then missionary at 


Wabamun, made his first visit | 
every six or seven weeks. Mr. 
(now Ven Archdeacon) Levers- 


edge recalls his first visit and tells 
how the first service was held on 
Trinity Sunday in the Alsop home. 
“The old timers will remember the 
first parish meetings were held in 
the kitchen, with no chairs, since 
the ladies were occupying them at 
the W. A, meeting,” he said. 


Mr. Leversedge was succeeded 
by the Rev. G. G. Edwards in 1909. 
Services at this time were held in | 
the old post office. In 1910 a log 
church was erected by voluntary 
labor and in February of the fol- 
lowing year, dedicated to S. Guth- 
lac, In May, 1910, the Edmonton 
mission took over the care of the 
mission, The Rev. A. H. Huxtable 
ministered to the parish from 
Wabamun until 1911 when the Rev. 
R. E. Mercer took up residence 
here as the first vicar of the parish, 

During his incumbency the pres- 
ent church of St. John the Divine 
was built and dedicated. In 1915 
the Rey. R. M. Swan was appointed 
vicar and remained until June 1921, 
when he was succeeded by the 
Rev. B, H. Nugent-Wilson who left 
in 1924, The following have min- 
istered in the parish: The Rev. H. 
S. S. Jackson, 1924-25; the Rev. J 
W. Hawkes, 1925; the Rev. C. J. 
Cherry, 1925-27; Mr. E. V. Wright 
(divinity student) 1927; the Rev. T. 
Wray, 1927-32, and the Rev. P. C. 
Lindsay 1932-33. 

For 10 years after the resigna- 
tion of the Mr. Lindsay there was 
no resident minister, but the Rev, 
W. deV. A, Hunt, then vicar of 
Mayerthorpe, came once a month 
for administration of the sacra- 
ments and occasional offices. 

Miss S. B. Grove, a bishop’s mes- 
senger, came to work in the parish 
in 1934 and was later joined by 
Miss B, Onions. Miss Grove left 
in 1936 to undertake work else- 
where and Miss Onions was as- 
sisted successively by Miss Kettle- 
well, Miss E, Manders and Miss B. 
Meneley and Miss C. Bee. 

Miss Onions resigned in 1943 in 
order to return to England. 

In 1913 the Mission House and 
hospital, built with money raised 
in England, was opened by Miss 
Pinkham of Calgary.

TODAY'S MESSAGE 


By DR. M. M. LAPPIN 
First Baptist Church, Kingston, Ont. 


RECENT writer declares that “The hope of the world lies in de- 

mocracy properly led and responsively following.” The statement 

is significant and gives pause for thought. It implies the fact that 
leadership must, and always does, demand followers. 

The fact frequently is overlooked. Ironically enough, sometimes 
those who overlook it are to be found among those who cry loudest for 
a leader. “Give us a leader,” they cry, but they show no inclination to 
follow a leader when a leader steps forth. There is little point in cry- 
ing for leadership unless we can prove ourselves worthy of leader- 
ship, and we can do that only by demonstrating our willingness to fol- 
low those who obviously are endowed with a capacity for leadership. 

Emerson may have been right when he prayed, “Make no more 
giants, Lord, but elevate the race.” And yet, the history of the race 
seems to indicate that God elects to elevate it through leaders and 
responsible and responsive followers working together in co-operation 
for the common good in a common cause. 

Ideally, of course, the true leader emerges. He is neither chosen 
nor appointed. That 1s to say, before any person is entitled to assume 
leadership he should be required to give clear evidence of his endow- 
ment with leadership qualities. This is a New Testament principle. 
It is discovered in the directions given for the appointment of leaders 
in the early Church. 

What, then, are the qualifications for the leader? Fundamentally, 
they are the same as those for the follower, and they are very simple— 
honesty and sincerity. 

Leaders and followers alike must frahkly recognize the complexity 
of some of the problems arising, and both alike should be honest 
enough to acknowledge the human limitations of the leader. The fol- 
lower does not then regard the leader as a sort of superman. He does 
not expect him to be a miracle-worker. He knows his achievements 
are, and always must be, determined by the co-operative response of 
followers. ‘ 

Now, perhaps, we can see the significance of the statement that 
“the hope of the world lies in democracy properly led and responsively 
following.” Democracy, with all its failings and imperfections, rests 
basically upon the essentially Christian idea of the inherent potential 
worth of every individual. Jesus advanced that idea. It was he who 
discovered and revealed the value of man. He is Lord and Leader. 
Perhaps we can paraphrase the quoted statement, then, so that it reads 
—The hope of the world lies in the recognition of the Lordship of Jesus 
Christ as Leader and in men and women responsively following his 
leadership. 

In every worthwhile enterprise truly responsive and co-operative 
following has the effect of blending leaders and followers into a uni- 
fied body so that they strive together toward a common objective. We 
see this happening in temporal things within our Nation and Common- 
wealth and among the United Nations. It is what ought to be among 
those who work for the Kingdom of God. It is what the Church can 
have, and will have more and more as the Lordship of Christ is 
recognized and His Leadership is faithfully and consistently followed. 
| The great need of the Church today is not for better organization, 
nor for more funds, nor yet even for larger attendance at our services, 
much as all these might mean. The great need of the Church today is 
for a more thoroughly frank and honest recognition of Jesus Christ as 
Lord and Leader, and for a faithful and consistent following of His 
Leadership. Given that, everything else will fall into place, for in 
that lies our hope, the hope of the Church, and the only hope of the 
world.

Of Allied Occupation of 


- Rome of Great Importance 


By SUMNER WELLES 
Former United States Under Secretary of State 

In the President’s address upon the liberation of Rome 
there are three sentences which are peculiarly enlightening. 
They set forth the basic objectives in the policy toward the 
Italian people upon which this government has determined. 
They indicate a course of action which in its long-range as- 
pects is altogether realistic and wholly wise. 


'Canucks Prepare 


The three sentences are as fol- 
lows: 

“The Italian people are capable 
of self-government. We do not 
lose sight of their virtues as a 
peace-loving nation. 

“We want and expect the help 
of the future Italy toward lasting 
peace.” 

Even at the most critical moment 
in these tremendous days the Presi- 
dent thus made it plain that we 
cannot afford to 
lose sight of the 
political object- 
ives for which we 
fight. For unless 
they are unremit- 
tingly pursued 
the chances of 
their ultimate 
achievement are 
correspondingly 
reduced. 

The military 
importance of the 
Allied occupation 
of the Italian capital is great, but 
its political significance is even 
greater. 

The liberation of the Eternal City 
brings to the Vatican the termina- 
tion of the duress to which it has 
been subjected for many months. 

The Pope and the authorities of 
the Holy See are now once more in 
untrammelled communication with 
the free peoples of the United Na- 
tions. This and the fact that the 
holy places of Rome have been 
saved from the destruction which 
the German vandals have wrought 
upon religious monuments in so 
many other cities have brought a

MORAL VALUE 


The moral value of the freeing 
of the Vatican cannot be overesti- 
mated, 

But the liberation of Rome, as 
the President's words make plain, 
marks also for the Italian people 
the first stage on their road back 
to representative government and, 
should they themselves so choose, 
toward their resumption of that 
honorable place within the family 
of nations of which they permitted 
Fascism to deprive them. 

There will be general agreement 
with the President that the Italian 
people, when they were free to gov- 
ern themselves, have given evi- 
dence of possessing “virtues as a 
peace-loving nation.” They have 
never shown any sign that they 
could become a menace to the 
rest of the world which the Ger- 
man people have been for so many 
generations. They have never will- 
ingly been a disruptive factor in 
Europe, The flamboyant efforts of 
Mussolini to inculcate in them the 
spirit of militarism, which is the 
dominating factor in both the Ger- 
man and Japanese mentality, ended 
in ludicrous failure. No one who, 


| weeks prior to the day when Mus- 
|solini forced Italy into the war on 
the side of Germany, and who saw 
how every clement of the Italian 
population bitterly opposed this 
fatal step, could have failed to real- 
}ize how unsuccessful Fascism had 
| been in its persistent effort to make 
}of the Italian people a predatory 
jand warlike race, 


|REDEEM THEMSELVES 

The Italian people must now be 
afforded every chance to redeem 
themselves, They must 4Aemon- 
strate through their own initiative 
land by their own volition their un- 
doubted ability to become helpful 
partners in that new world order 
which the United Nations are about 
|to create 

But they cannot offer any such 
proof unless they are willing once 
and for all to abandon the illus- 
ion that the happiness of Italy is 
contingent upon the acquisition 
of a “place in the sun,” and to 
show that they realize that the 
days of imperial exploitation are 
ended, They must learn that the 
prospeyity of the Italian people 
has been increased by the emi- 
gration of Italy’s surplus popula- 
tion to other countries where 
Italian emigrants have been wel- 
comed and where they have prov- 
ed good citizens, and that Italian 
attempts at colonization have in- 
variably proved a detriment to

POLITICAL CONFUSION 


Until the northern provinces of | 
Italy are liberated from the Ger- | 
man invaders, and the great indus- 
trial cities of these areas are freed, | 
no opportunity can be given the 
Italian people as a whole to make 
known their decision with regard 
to the nature of their government. | 
Political confusion is inevitable for | 
some time to come. It will take) 
time to eradicate the last vestiges 
of the Fascist cancer. But the dura- 
tion of this period of instability can 
|be shortened if the Italian people 
in all the liberated provinces are | 
given at the earliest possible mom- 
ent the opportunity to elect their 
own municipal and provincial gov- | 
ernments. Such elections would 
provide a very practical demonstra- | 
tion of the desire of the Italian peo- 
ple to stamp out what remains of 
Fascism. They would stimulate the 
native forces of democracy. They | 
would strengthen the atrophied | 
muscles of Italian self-government. | 
Such a procedure would expedite | 
the rebirth of constitutional and 
democratic governmert within 
Italy. It would undoubtedly assist 
the armies of the United Nations | 
now operating within Italy in ex- 
pelling the German forces from 
Italian soil. | 

Present political conditions with- | 
in liberated Italy, should they con- | 
tinue for any protracted period, |

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

There is a persistent idea in the 
heads of mothers privileged to 
nurse their babies, that nursing is 
a “weakening” procedure. They 
can feel themselves drained of en- 
ergy as they produce the milk 
which nourishes their babies. 

This should not be. It is prob- 
ably largely imaginary, espec- 
ially if this is the mother’s first 
experience. It is natural to have 
milk for the baby and in such 
case nature supplies the neces- 
sary stamina for the job. 

It is sensible to take more rest 
than usual only because of the ex- 
perience one has been throughs and 
the care of a demanding baby. Rest 
can be managed at nursing time, if 

}necessary, by lying down during 
the ceremony, and, a short rest 
afterward is that much better. One 
hour of sleep in the middle of the 
{day and an early bed-time are in- 
surance against fatigue and a dim- 
inishing breast supply. 

The diet need not be an excessive 
or even an unusual one, The 
mother should see that%he supplies

tion diet, eggs, milk, fresh and 
cooked fruits and vegetables, then 
she may add to this the cereals, 
bread, meats, desserts, even candy, 
which please her appetite but do 
not upset her.

Weedless Garden Easy if 
‘You Never Let Them 


| Cultivating the Victory garden 
should start as soon as the young 
plants begin to grow in the garden | 
rows, 

-At this stage, if the soil between 
|the raws is stirred, it will be found | 
}to be full of tiny white sprouts, 
which are weeds, beginning to |

One easy stroke of a sharp hoe | 
will destroy scores of them before 
they have begun to compete with | 
the vegetable plants for available 
plant food and water. 

As long as weeds are killed in in- | 
fancy, cultivation will be easy, but | 
jonce they are allowed to begin sub- 
stantial growth, not only do crops 
suffer, but work will increase, and | 
the care of the garden may become 
a chore, | 

When tools are kept sharp and 
cultivation never neglected, it calls 
for no more physical exertion than | 
| wielding a broom. Modern advice 
is to take it easy and never stir the 
ground deeper than one inch. This 
is sufficient to kill young weeds, | 
without disturbing the roots of the | 
vegetable plants. It also breaks the | 
{soil crust, and allows air and water 
|to penetrate readily. 

Deep cultivation will dry out the 
soil, and may disturb the surface 
roots of your vegetable plants, | 
which may do more harm than the |

Is the Luftwaffe Dead? 


The fact that the Germans

de Seversky 


thus far have made a remark- 


ably small showing in the air against our invasion has creat- 
ed a wave of optimism. Qn the whole I share in this optim: 
ism, All the same, I feel that it is too soon to assume that the 
Luftwaffe is dead. Aerial vigilance should not be relaxed. 


The suspicion that the 
have managed to preserve a small 
but effective aerial striking force 
cannot as yet be dismissed. We 
know, from events to date, that 
they do not possess air power 
capable of challenging Allied air 
power, or they would have used it 

so to disrupt the 

t preparations for 
invasion, just -as 
we disrupted 
theirs three 
years ago. There 
is still the possi-| 
bility, however, 
that they have 
sufficient avia- 
tion strength to 
WA i seriously 

Oo upset our 

de Seversky ground strategy. 

The smaller the air forces the 
Germans have, the more likely 
they are to plan precisely where 
and how they will utilize it. Know- 
ing that they must be prepared to 
sacrifice all that's left of the Luft- 
waffe, they will make the sacrifice 
only at some carefully calculated 
moment, when they can hope to 
obtain maximum results for the 
investment. When you have a lot 
of a given weapon, you can use it 
almost at will, But when the 
amount is very limited, timing be- 
comes of extreme importance, 

Lacking the necessary air power 
to prevent invasion, the enemy 
must use what it has to the best 
advantage, providing, that is, that 
he does have some striking power 
sure. up. When is that likely to 
e? 


The Germans can hardly be ex- 
pected to squander their limited 
aerial resources either on the 
hopeless task of defeating us in the 
skies, or against the relatively 
small armies we have as yet on the 
continent. It seems to me they 
would be more inclined to hold 
their aviation fire until we had 
placed extensive manpower across 
the channel—but before we had 
become sufficiently c®nsolidated 
and entrenched to be independent 
of cross-channel supply lines, 


DIFFICULT POINT 

That will be a difficult point in 
time to determine. Yet the Ger- 
mans have little alternative but to 
seek it out. When they throw the 
remaining portion of the Luftwaffe 
into some all-out action, it may 
represent the dying gesture of that 
aviation force. It ,would conse- 
quently have to be reserved for 
some truly decisive battle, 

German aviation is not attacking 
our initial lending forces—which 
they could do at the sacrifice of 
their airplanes and pilots—because 
they are not strong enough for a 
war of attrition. They will attack, 
if at all, as the air component of 
the Germany Army in some ground 
engagement where a really large 
part of the Allied armed forces 
are involved, In such an engage- 
ment Hitler could be expected to 
sacrifice all that he has in the air 
to cut off our forces and to help 
his army demolish them. I do not 
believe he can succeed, but that, 
we may surmise, is the German's 
hope if they have any aerial force 
to hang it on. 

Viewed from our side, it means 
that we cannot consider our- 
selves safe from sudden air 
action on a telling scale until we 

have established bases for our 
air power on the continent, have 
taken control of at least one good 
port to facilitate the flow of rein- 
forcements and supplies, and 
have accumulated enough sup- 
plies on the continent to make 
us less sensitive to interruption 
of overwater communications, 
What is left of the Luftwafie has 
become, in effect, an auxiliary of 
the German surface forces—a so- 
called tactical air force, Now that 
the skies are clearly in Allied 
hands, the remnants of German air 
power have no true air function 
left. Their function is simply to 
assist the army—a job for which 
they were originally designed, We | 
may expect, under these condi- | 
tions, that the Luftwaffe will be | 
used against our surface forces | 
rather than in any hopeless effort | 
to cancel out our vastly superior 
air forces, The fact that this auxil- | 
iary of the German army has not

Hitler, if he retains any 
air power, will use it against our 
armies at a time when we have 
accumulated enough to constitute 
a tempting target. 

In a sense the Germans must be 
relieved that we have withdrawn 
from the element where we are 
masters and have been most suc- 
cessful, the air, to seek a decision 
on the ground, where German 
strength is still high. On the 
ground they can hope to win, and 
the available Nazi air power is 
undoubtedly being husbanded in 
support of that hope.
